FIRST CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 
CONCURRENT RESOLUTION submitting to 
the qualified voters of Missouri an amend- 
incut* to trio constitution thereof, p rovid- 
ing for the removal of the seat of govern- 
im nt from Hie City of Jefferson to the city 
of teedalia. 
J 
Be it reso lved b y th e Ho me o f Rep resen ta tives, 
th e S en a te co n eu rn ,ig th erein , a s fo llo ws: 
At t he general election to In* held on the 
I uesday next following the tir.-t Monday in 
November, A. D., 1-96. an amendment, to the 
constitution of Missouri shall be submitted 
to the qualified voters of the Slate, in the 
following words: 
The seat of government shall be removed 
from the City of Jefferson and located at the 
city of Sedaiia. Any p erson or p ersons may 
grant and donate to the State any land, sum 
of money or other thing of value to be used 
for the p urp ose of erecting the necessary 
p ublic buildings at the city of Sedalia. or 
may dep osit with the governor sufficient se­ 
curities or obligations to guarant ee the erec­ 
tion of such buildings. 
Whenever a suitablecap itol building, hav­ 
ing the same or greater iioor area and ap ­ 
p ointments as the p res» nt cap itol and su­ 
p reme court buildings, and equal thereto in 
stability and architectural merit, together 
with grounds of the same or greater area, 
and an armory building likewise similar or 
sup erior to the p resent armory, and an exec­ 
utive mansion likewLe similar nr sup erior to 
the p resent building used as the governor’s 
residence, together with the grounds and ap ­ 
p urtenances, shall be erected at the city of 
Sedalia. the same shall be accep ted by a com­ 
mission consisting of the governor, secretary 
of state, auditor, treasurer and attorney- 
general, and such officers shall at once re­ 
move the p ublic records and p ersonal p rop ­ 
erty to.such new p ublic buildings, and the 
city of Sedalia shall thereup on become the 
p errni nent seat of government. The p lans 
and location of the cap itol, armory arm ex­ 
ecutive mansion and grounds shall first be 
ap p roved by such commission. 
The county of Pettis and Sedalia. township , 
in said county, may each vote an issue of 
5-20. non-taxable, 3 p ercent bonds, not to ex­ 
ceed in amount, resp ectively for each, $ 100,000, 
and such bonds may be ordered issued by a 
majority vote of those voting at a sp ecial 
election called for that p urp ose by the coun­ 
ty court, and conducted generally in tDo 
manner p rovided by law for the issuing of 
bonds for tin*, erection of court-houses. Said 
county and township bonds shall bo given to 
the state for the p urp ose of assisting in p ay­ 
ing for t he erection of the buildings p rovid­ 
ed for herein; and such bonds if voted and is­ 
sued, shall be delivered to the governor of 
the state, and held by him in trust for the 
benefit of any p erson or p ersons who may 
erect such suitable p ublic buildings, to be 
given to such p i rson or p ersons on their com­ 
p letion and accep tance. 
The commission hereby constituted shall 
have full p ower oy a majority vote to carry 
out the p rovisions and intent of this amend­ 
ment, and such new p ublic buildings shall be 
comp leted , as near as may be p ossible, on or 
before the first day of November, A. D., 1899, 
unless such commission for good 
cause grant 
further time. 
The state shall in no manner become liable 
for, nor shall it p ay any p art whatever of the 
cost of the new p ublic buil lings herein p ro­ 
vided for. and the county before mentioned 
shall p ay the entire cost of moving the rec­ 
ords and p ersonal p rop erty of the state to 
the new p ublic buildings, so th a t the state 
shall be at no exp ense whatever in the change 
of the seat of government.

, th e Ho u se o f Rep re­ 
sen ta tives co n cu rrin g tin rein : 
That at the general eltctlon to be held 
on ihe Tuesday next following the first Mon­ 
day in November, 1896. the following amend • 
merit to the constitution of the state of Mis­ 
souri, concerning the judicial dep artment, 
shall be submitted to the qualified voters of 
said state, to- w it: 
S e ct i o n 1. The p ower of the sup reme 
court, excep t as hereinafter p rovided, and 
of the courts of ap p eals, to issue original 
remedial writs, shall be confined to cases ly­ 
ing within the ap p ellate jurisdiction of said 
courts. 
S e c . 2. The meaning of t he terms used in 
section 12, article 6, of the constitution, are 
hereby defined as follows: 
By amount in disp ute is meant the money 
value of the real disp ute at the date of the 
judgment ap p ealed- from, and the courts 
shall look into the entire record for the 
p urp ose of ascertaining such value. 
Cases involving the construction of the 
constitution of t he United States or or this 
state, or the validity of a treaty or statute 
of the United States, are those cases only 
where th a t p oint has been raised in good 
faith by some p leading or instruction in the 
trial court. 
Cases involving the construction of the 
revenue laws or this state are cases only 
wherein either p arty in the trial court 
claims some right under a construction of 
such laws, which construction his adversary 
denies to be the true construction by some 
p leading or instruction. 
The title to any office under this state 
means only the title of an officer whose duties 
are co extensive with the state, or who is re­ 
quired by law to be commissioned by the 
governor; and no one is a state officer who 
does not answer this descrip tion. 
A county or other p olitical subdivision of a 
state includes only counties, and cities exer­ 
cising the fuLCtions of a county, but no minor 
subdivision. 
Cases involving title to real estate are cases 
only wherein the decree of judgm ent ren­ 
dered affects directly the title of the ap p el­ 
lant to certain real estate, and actions of 
ejectment. 
When either p arty to an ap p eal claims th a t 
a question has oeen fairly raised up on the 
record in the trial court, by which the juris­ 
diction of an ap p eal therein is vested in the 
sup reme court, or th a t the am ount involved, 
or status of any litigant gives to the su­ 
p reme court ap p ellate jurisdiction, he may, 
before the case is submitted on final hearing 
in the court of ap p eals, but not thereafter, 
file a motion to have said cause transferred 
to the sup reme court, and if any judge of 
said court of ap p eals shall be of op inion that 
such motion is well founded, ana shall file 
his written statem ent to th a t effect in the 
cause, the court shall a t once transfer the 
records to the sup reme court. The courts of 
ap p eals may also of their own motion, on 
becoming satisfied th a t the sup reme court has 
jurisdiction of any cause p ending before said 
court of ap p eals, order th a t the same be 
transferred to the sup reme court, a t any

T he mine was idle for the 
day. 
Usually there are from 400 to 500 


men em ployed in the 
mine. 
The 


only men in the mine yesterday a ft­ 


ernoon were the com p an y hands and 
fire bosses, who were at work in the 


rock tunnel changing the air course. 


T h e place was very gaseous, and 


the men worked with 
safety lamps. 
It is believed the gas was ignited by 
a blast. 
D avid Williams, the driver 
boss, was at the head of the slope, 
500 feet a w a i, when the explosion 
occurred, and was hurled some dis- 
distance and injured. 
He was the 
only 
one in that vicinity who es­ 
caped alive. 
T h e explosion was so severe that 
it was plainly felt at the 
mouth of 
the 
shaft. 
The 
roof of the

house was blown off and all the a ir ­ 
ways

Fire Boss Wiiliata C. Jones and A s ­ 
sistant M ine Forem an John Joseph 
selected the men for the first party 
and themselves led the way.

IS the only country that has enoufffi 
territory east and west to accom- 
push this, which will be the greatest 
geodetic line ever measured in the 
world. 
“ Mathematicians have figured out 
what the shape of the earth ought to 
be. 
They have worked on the basis 
01 th e earth in a molten condition. 
Knowing the num berof revolutions 
and the centrifugal force, they could 
calculate about what the earth’s fi g ­ 
ure should be. 
But the earth cooled 
more quickly at the poles than at the 
e p a to r, and did not take the shape 
that the mathematicians had fitrured 
oda In order to determine what fts ac­ 
tual shape was, therefore, a perfect 
survey was necessary. 
V\ hile tl^e present lines of longi- 
tude are close enough for the ordi­ 
nary use of sailors, they are not suf- 
hciently accurate for scientific work 
lo determine any astronomical ob- 
servation it is necessary to have a 
vertical line in order to obtain the 
zenith. That vertical line is at right 
angles to the tangent to the curve 
of the earth at that point. 
The

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whales in the ocean as there were 30 
years ago,” said Capt. Reynolds of 
the water works, to an Omaha (Neb.) 
World-Herald reporter, and while it 
is the proper thing for a man to 
affirm that “ there never will be any 
days like the old days," yet in this 
case the captain had the burden of 
proof on his side. 
“ Why will there never be? Be­ 
cause the big ones have all been 
killed off and whalers will not let the 
young ones alone long enough to ab 
low them to grow up. 
Suppose 
Knowles, the 
California 
whaler, 
hears that he can make $30,000 or 
$40,000 in a couple of months by 
sending one of his ships up north. 
He will send it, of course 
“ The days of sperai whaling are 
practically over. 
Thirty years ago 
it was not unusual to kill a whale 
which would give 300 barrels of oil, 
but now a 100-barrel whale is count­ 
ed a large one.” 
“ How does the whaling now com­ 
pare with what it was a quarter of a 
century ago?” 
“ There are not more than one- 
third of the boats now that there 
were then. 
When mineral oil was 
discovered it took the place of sperm 
because it was, and still is, so much 
cheaper. 
There always will be a' 
certain demand for the latter on ac­ 
count of its excellent qualities, but 
the demand will not be great Still 
a man can make a living at sperm 
whaling—a living but not a fortune, 
as he could a few years ago. 
“ The only money that can be 
made in this line now is in ‘bowhead’ 
and ‘right’ whales. 
The former are 
found in the ice of the arctic seas, 
the latter in the cold water between 
the ice and the warm water in which 
the sperm are found. 
These are 
killed for the bone, and there will be 
a demand for them ^ til asubstitute 
can be found for whalebone. 
The 
government has been trying to find 
one for years, but never has suc­ 
ceeded. 
In the meantime the price 
of whalebone has gone up from 
twenty-five cents to six dollars a 
pound. ” 
“ How much bone will a whale fur­ 
nish?” 
• 
“ I have seen a whale that was 
worth $30,000, but an ordinary one 
will give only about 2,000 pounds. I 
have seen them when they gave 6,000 
or 7,000 pounds. 
Whales are grow­ 
ing smaller year by year and never 
will be as large as they formerly 
were unless there is a substitute for 
whalebone found. 
Sperm are in­ 
creasing during the last few years. 
“ But the whaling business isn’t 
what it used to be. 
Few new boats 
are being built for that purpose, and 
those which have been built are go­ 
ing to pieces at the rate of five a 
year. 
One year 33 were crushed by 
the ice in one fleet, and another 
year 13 were wrecked. 
“ There are a good many » M es 
up in the Russian waters, blit. that 
government will not allow usioilM 
them, and the Russians afe bp 
whalers. 
The Yankee is the best 
whaler in the world, and the Scotch­ 
men come next to him. 
Of course 
we could go up into Russian waters, 
but the government will not allow a 
whale to be killed within 15 miles of 
land, and it is along shore that they 
are found. 
“ Whales travel around the world. 
They go around the Cape Horn, 
stopping at feeding places such as 
the Falkland islands. Sperm whalers 
have been the best explorers the 
world has ever had, and they have 
found out more about the islands erf 
the southern seas than any other 
people.” 
The captain followed the sea for 
30 years, and many a time now his 
heart wanders off toward the Arctic 
ocean, and he wishes that he could 
go back among the ice floes for one 
more exciting voyaga 
How many 
wrecks he has been in he did not say, 
but his description of one north of 
Point Barrow was enough to satisfy 
a common man. 
This occurred J uly 
8, 1882, when he was out on a whal­ 
ing expedition in the White Star. 
There is a reef about 50 miles out 
from the mainland, which makes a 
good landing place for icebergs. 
The ship had been in the snow­ 
storm for weeks, drifting With the 
current, stuck in a pack of ice. 
The 
icebergs lodged on this reef were 100 
feet high. , The floe shut the ship in 
and ground it tb pieces against the 
icebergs. 
The water1 just outside 
the reef was 300 feCt deep 
There were 46 men on board, 6 of 
whom had been rescued from an­ 
other wreck. They saved 40 pounds 
of bread each, and some extra foot* 
gear and started to hunt for land off 
foot,

captain. 
“ That was a place to test men,” 
he replied.
